THAT MAINE ELECTION. 


According to the official returns of 
the Maine election from all but a few 
scattering towns and plantations show 
that the total vote was the largest ever 
cast in any other than a presidential 
year—125,726, against but 101,191 last 
year, and within about 11 000 of the 
total in September, 1876, which was the 
largest on record, Of this aggregate, 
Connor, republican, received 56.419, or 
about 44 per cent; Smith, greenback, 
41,404, or about 33 per cent; and Garce- 
lon, democratic, 28,547, or about 23 per 
cent, Connor thus lacks 12,858 of a 
majority over both his opponents, and 
the republicans fall proportionally short 
of controlling the legislature. The sen 
ate consists of 20 republicans and 11 
democratic greenbackers; the house 
of 64 republicans, 60 greenbackers, 
25 democrats and 2 democrats 
elected by republican help on the 
hard~money platform. The house, 
which under the Maineconstitution has 
to send the senate two names of per- 
sons from the highest candidates on 
the popular votes for the upper 
branch to choose from, is expected to 
take Smith and Garcelon, and the re- 
publican majority in the senate prefer 
the hard money democrat over the 
greenbacker. The greenbackers, how= 
ever, are reported to have a little 
scheme by which they propose to make 
their democratic allies send up Smith 
and another greenbacker, Sewali by 
name, for whom about 100 votes were 
thrown with a view’of thus making 
him a possible candidate, and in this 
way they mean to get a greenback 
governor. es 
After all, itis every way fairer to 
have the man who got 41,000 votes 
governor than another man who got 
only 27,000, so long as the one who re- 
ceived £6,000 can’t have the office. The 
other state officers are elected by joint 
ballot of the legislat ure, and so the

To show the 
wonderful resources of this soil and 
climate, I copy from the Orange Park 
paper of May 12 a list of articles grown 
there: Corn, sugar cane, cotton, sweet 
potatoes, Irish potatoer, arrowroot, pop- 
corn, cow peas, Iadia ‘jute, tea 
plants, — oranges, lemons, 


figs, ananas, grapes, " 
mons, blackberries, “wh rries, 
pean, beans, strawberries, lettuce, rad- 

bes, watermelons, muskmelons, 
tquashes, carrots, pump kins, tomatoes, 
cabbages, onions, beeta, turnips, cucum- 
bers, celery, Japan plums, pecan nuts, 
black walnuts, hickory nuts, English 
walnuts, sage, rice, sweet corn, tobacco, 
castor beans, yellow plums, mulberries, 
pomegranates and shaddocks. » With 
such a list to draw from, does it not 
look as if we could live, even in mid - 
summer? And I assure you we do 
with as much, it not more, comfort 
than I experienced during the mid - 
summer months at the north. The 
principlal reason is, we have 
always cool nights, so that most 
of the time it is ‘necessary to 
have woclen covering on the bed. 
Often I have received letters from 
friends north during the heated term, 
telling of the intense beat, 102 deg. or 
thereabout, and fearing that we down 
here must be in a furnace of fire. Not 
80, my friends, the influence of the gulf 
stream combined with the trade winds, 
is what gives us comfort even in mid- 
summer. One more summer such as 
this has been at the north, and we shall 
have to write to our friends to come 
to Florida to cool off. 
It does not seem possible for 
the most remote southern state 
to possess this wonderful climate, both 
for a summer as well as a winter resi- 
dence, but as a northern lady spend- 
ing her first summer in Florida, I can 
only say, it is truly delightful, and we 
are most happily disappointed. Now, 
do nct let any one get an impression 
that the sun is not more than warm, 
it is hot at midday, but in the shade 
on walking undera sun umbrella it is 
not oppressive. Residents here have 
312 days for out door work in the year; 
they do not «xpect todo much during 
Jaly and August, it is not necessary. 
About yellow iever, we have no fear of 
if, and do not think of it except when 
vesee the associated press reports, 
an agree in ing that it 
could not exist here. ta this letter I 
have endeavored to state facts in rela- 
tion to this section as I have found 
them. What has hurt Florida more 
than anything else is the flowery, gush- 
ing descriptions sent north by t ray 
correspondente during the winter sea- 
son, and I am ple o say that we 
have found one not overdrawn by 
printer's ink. Mr. Benedict, the propri- 
etor, publicly says. that if all that is 
claimed in any of his publications con - 
cerning Orange park is not fully real: 
ized by his visitors, and more, too, he 
will give them a free ticket to the north. 
We tound everything as represented, 
and for that reason all the settlers seem 
to be contented and work in 
building up the place. All the towns 
ou the river are growing very fact, and 
the time is not far distant when the 
banks of the St. Johns will be dotted 
with orange groves and villas to its 
mouth,

station, at the farmahouse of an aged and 
defenseless lady. A quiet and industrious lady 
named Farmer lived upon her farm with her 
two daughters. Mrs Farmer was 86 years of 
age, but possessed energy and sprighiil. 
ness beyond her years. One of her daughters 
was about sixty years old and the other of some- 
what less age. These three lived here in peace” 
ful and frugal contentment and from the pro- 
ceeds of their farming and domestic manage- 
ment have always lived well and, it is said, 
HAD SAVED CONSIDERABLE MONEY. 
They were not known to have had an enemy 
anywhere in the world and were much esteemed 
by their neighbors. 
Wednesday afternoon the youngest of the 
daughters went out toa feild at scme distance 
to look aftersome of the farm work. She left 
her mother and sister at the house, in health 
and good spirits, unconscious ol the presence of 
danger 


Shortly before the time when the crime should 
have been committed some men passing saw the 
old lady sitting in her door- way qui tiy pursu- 
ing some domestic task. Later on, at about 3 
o’clock, a Mr. Dailey came to the house to return 
a borrowed mule, and upon approaching was 
surprised to see 
SMOKE POURING THROUGH THE CRACKS 
of the house. He rushed to the door and 
burst it in when, through the volume of 
smoke he discovered the bed on fire. It had 
been set on fire by pouring shovel of live coals 
from the fire-place into the center of the bed. 
Mr Dailey attempted to save the house from 
bu: ning by taking up the bedding to throw it out 
of the aouse. In turning, the opening of the 
door having allowed the smoke to escape, his eyes 
were fixed upon 
THE GH ASTLIEST SPECTACLES 
the mind can imagine. Prove upon the floor 
lay the body of the octogenarian matron with 
her forehead crushed through as with an axe 
She lay dead in her own blood. Murder in its 
most horrible aspect was there. 
Mr Dailey ran at once and aroused the neigh- 
bors who came to the rescue, The flames were 
extinguished and the body of the mardered 
lady saved from destruction. 
Some one called the younger sister from her 
work in the fields and told her of the awful 
death of her mother. This lady ran to the 
aouse 
GALLING AND SCREAMING PITBOUSLY 
for ber mother and sister. The ecene 
when she reached the spot and saw 
the body of her butchered mother is 
described as heart.rending. Her calle for her 
sister brought to notice the fact of the elder’s 
absence and immediate search was made for 
her. After a short hunt her body was found 
some twe hundred yards from tie house in the 
edge of a corn-patch. She had her head terribly 
wounded and was insensible. She had evidently 
beea pursned to this point, attacked and left for 
dead by the brates who committed the double 
crime. She still remains ineensible and in a 
critical condition and can give ne accouat of 
the awiul affair. 

THE MOTIVE OF THE CRIME 
is supposed to have been robbery. It is believed 
there were some $200 or $300 in the house, care* 
fully put away by the family, and the old lady 
had had some money, a few dollars, paid her 
shortiy before the murder. It is also said that 
the trunk of the old lady had been broken open 
aud rifled. Th re are no signs of any violence 
against the persons of the two ladies, other than 


fte fatal blows dealt out to each.

Epitors Constitution: Capt. Bray, 
the ehairman of the independent greenback 
mass meeting, held in this city on Wednesday 
night, made several inaccurate statements on 
taking the chair,in reference to the vote claimed 
by our esteemed fellow citizen, Dr. Roach, in the 
Barnesville convention.
